New York, May 8.—[Special.]—Seven bat- 
tleships of the north Atlanti¢ squadron raced 
for eight hours on the high seas on Saturday, 
with Rear Admiral Robley D, Evans as start- 
er, official timekeeper, and judge. 

The battleship’ Missoyri won with ease. 
The others finished in this order: Maine, 
Kearsarge, Kentucky, lowa, Massachusetts, 
and Alabama. The race began 200 miles 
south of Cape Henry. 

The squadron had consisted of eight battle- 
ships, but left the Illinois at Pensacola. Rear 
Admiral Evais split the squadron into two 
divisions, taking the Maine as his flagship, 
and with it the Missouri, Kearsarge, and 
Kentucky, leaving the Iowa, Massachusetts, 
and ‘Alamaba under command of Rear Ad- 
miral Charlies H. Davis. The Iowa and Mas- 
 sachusetts have less tonnage and less horse- 
power than any ship in the first division. 


No Jockeying at the Start. 

Before 9 o’clock Saturday morning the big 
ships began to draw abreast, and at exactly

flagship. —

The Citizens’ Street Cleaning bureau at the 
close of this month will terminate its object 
lesson in cleaning and keeping clean the 
downtown streets of Chicago. The lesson 
lasted a year, and the bureau Belleves it haz 
been beneficial to the munjcipality and par- 
ticularl yto the city street cleaning depart- 
ment. 

During the year the bureau has spent ap- 
proximately $6,000 in cleaning downtown 
streets. More than one-half of this amount 
was subscribed by downtown merchants and 
buliding ténants, $27,500 of it was contributed 
by the city, and the rest was raised by sub- 
scription by the Merchants’ club and the 
Commercial club, which organized the ‘bu- 
reau. 

“ At the outset it was agreed and stipulated 
that the bureau should have charge of the 
cleaning of streets within a specified areu 
inside the loop for one year, and the decision 
just reached by its members to stop the work 
at the end of this month is in accordance 
with that stipulation,” said David R. Forgan. 


Larger Appropriation This Year. 

One result which the officials of the bureau, 
and particularly the general manager, Rich- 
ard T. Fox, consider noteworthy was the 
considerable increase in the city council's 
appropriation for street cleaning by its own 
department in the First ward this year, over 
that of the year preceding. ‘This, these of- 
ficials say, is a “ step in the right direction.” 

The amount of money the street cleaning 
department will have to spend this year in 
the ward will be nearly $125,000, although 
$33,000 of this sum, it is estimated, must be 
spent for the repair of streets and sidewalks 
and the removal of garbage. In the previous 
year the total amount expended in the ward 
by the department is said to have been $85,- 
000. The figures given were furnished by 
Frank Solon, assistant of 
streets. 

“If better results have been attained by 
the citizens’ bureau than by the city it is 
because the bureau had more money,” said 
Mr. Solon, 

Work in Downtown District. 

The area within which the bureau was in 
charge of street cleaning extends from La 
Galle street to the lake and from Van Buren 
street to Madison street, excepting State 
street, which was under the bureau's super- 
Van Buren street to the river. 

The plan ‘of work was devised by General 
Manager Fox. who secured 4 year’s leave of 
absence ,from, "nis work as an inspector of 
streets in New York City toenter the employ | 
of the Chicago organization. An effort was 
made to * systematize” every detail of the’ 

work. 

The whole area was presided over by anin- | 
spector and divided into sections, each in. 
charge of a foreman, who was responsible | 
to the ingpector. The sections were divided 
into sweeping routes, and to each route was | 
assigned a sweeper, who wae held accounta- | 
ble for its cleanliness. 

Daity reports of all work done wore made 
by the foremen, and daily statements show- 
ing the cost by sections, so that each fore- 
man knew the cost of his work compared 
with every other foreman. 

The work of cleaning was done entirely 
by hand, a more thorough and effective

So that the public may know the exact truth we 
wish to state that Messrs. Taft, Cavanaugh, and 
Jackson said to us at that meeting that they had 
just come from a conference with Cornelius P, 
Shea, at which Mr. Shea said he would agree to ail 
the conditions made in our letter of that date to Mr. 
Taft, a copy of which is given below, provided the 
employers would for twenty-four hours lay off their 
new teamsters and hire back all their old men; that 
as Mr. Shea had affairs elsewhere he would find an 
opportunity to leave town, and after the twenty- 
four hours had elapsed we might discharge enough 
of the union drivers, so reinstated, to make room 
for the new drivers whom we might temporarily 
lay off.

‘AT COURT'S ACT. 
Says Passenger eufivny Can Be 

Nueleus of Good West Side 


As soon as Mayor Dunne had heard of the 
decision .of Judge Grosscup in the Chicago 
Passenger case yesterday he called a con- 
ference of his official advisers for today to 
consider how “ immediate "’ municipal own- 
ership of the property could be brought 
about. Corporation Counsel Tolman, Special 
Counsel Darrow, and Engineer Arnold are to 
meet with him this afternoon. 

Judge .Grosscup’s decision was that the 
franchises for. the lines in Adams. street, 
from Clark to Desplaines, in Desplaines to 
Harrison street, in Harrison to Western 
avenue, in. Western avenue to Twelfth street, 
and in Twelfth street to Fortieth avenue had 
expired in 1904 and that the city can have 
possession of.the streets any time it wants to 
take them over. The idea of the. mayor is 
that these streets can be made the nucleus 
of a complete west side, system, streets in 
which there ane either tracks the franchises 
for which have expired er no tracks at all 
being used to complete it. 


Great Opportunity, Says Dunne. 

.” Bxactly how this opportunity to begin 
the work of municipal ownership of trac- 
tion lines is to be utilized I cannot say until 
we have studied out our plans,” said the 
mayor last evening. “It is evident to every- 
body, however, that the opportunity is a 
magnificent one. — 

* Here is a system of streets giving an en- 
trance for street car tracks into the south 
side from the ab a turned over entirely to 
the hands of| the’city, It is enough to form 
the nucleus for a complete west side system. 
It is possible by using them, as well as other 
streets on the west side, to build up a com- 
plete street car system for which there a 
have to be no negotiations with the Un 
Traction company as to either franch 
rights or tangible property. In fact, the 
Chicago Passenger company has no property 
of any kind, except some rails in the streets, 
which, under the ordinances, the company 
is compelled to take up if the city requires it. 

“ This decision is what I have been looking 
forward to ¢ver since my election. It had 
been delayed on account of the expectation 
held out to Judge Grosscup that there mighi 
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tween the city and the Union Traction com- 
pany in which these lines would be included, 
but about the first thing I did after my in- 


auguration was to notify the judge that no | 


franchises woul be granted, and he thereby 
agreed to decide the case at once, 

“As the situation stands now the city 
can take over the streets at once for purposes 
of municipal ownership. If it is decided 
that the city should operate street cars in : 
them instead of leasing the privilege, then, 
under the Mueller law, it will require a refer- 
endum on this proposition. It will aéso re- 
quire a referendum on the proposition to 
issue Mueller law certificates to pay for the. 
laying of tracks in the streets and their 


proper equipment.” 
Temporary Use of Lines. . 
Asked as to whether the Union Traction 
company, as the tenant of the Chicago Pas- 
senger road, would be allowed to operate the 
present lines until the-city was ready to take 
hold, the mayor said. 
“That is a question I am not ready to 
answer now. I would say asa general propo- 
sition, however, that if a landlord had a 


but did not intend to occupy himself for a lit- 
tle while,. he would leave a custodian in it to 
prevent the breaking of glass and other in- 
jury to his property.”’ 

Corporation Counsel Tolman grew enthu- } 
siastic over the prospect. 

“Under the decision,’’ said he, “ we ar- -n-

Useless to Appeal. 

The decision of Judge Grosscup took the 
form of annulling the temporary injunction 
he issued somie tkne ago forbidding the city 
to interfere with the use of the streets | 
granted to the Chicago Passenger company 
by the ordinance of 1884. The company will 
as there would be nothing to be 
gained. With no injunction outstanding the 
city could go ahead and occupy the streets 
during the appeal, and as the company does 
not claim its franchises last longer than 
1907, they would have expired anyhow before 
the appeal was finally determined. 

The contention of the company was that 
because the ordinance of 1884, granting the 
company twenty years’ rights in the ten 
miles of streets involved, had been found to 
be invalid, and another one confirming the 
company in these rights had been passed 
in 1887, the! franchises ran for twenty years 
from the latter date. 

The court held, however, that it was mani- 
festly the intention of the council in passing 
this second ordinance, and of the company 
in accepting it, to simply cure the defects in 
the former ordinance, not to grant a new 
ge and consequently the rights ceased 

n 1904.

Speaks of Organization. 

Dr, Gladden then spoke on the topic, “ Con- 
gregationalism and Organization.” He re- 
ferred to the “afflorescence of hope aid 
love” that had emanated from the recent 
renaissance of Congregationalism at Des 
Moines, Ia. He urged codperation among 
ehurches and among men. 

“ The tendency toward combination in bus- 
iness,”” he declared, ‘‘is healthy. The ra- 
tions, even, are becoming conscious of a 
community of interests. It is not good fora 
man or for a church to stand alone. The 
time has come for a reconstruction of our 
ideas.”” | 

His Opinion of “ Tainted Money.” 

In the afternoon Mr. Gladden discussed 
privately the Rockefeller gift, and said that 
the protest against impure wealth was un- 
doubtedly gaining strength. He denounced 
the plandard Oil company as a “ pirate of 
commerce.” In the same class with the 
Standard Oil company Mr. Gladden is in- 
clined to place all other business men who 
do “‘ not play the rules of the game fairly.”* 

According to Mr. Gladden a systematic 
campaign is being made to make impure 
money unpopular with religious and charita- 
ble institutions. Pamphlets are being issued 
by a committee of publication, with head- 
quarters in the east. 

“The time is coming,” said he, “ when 
business men must draw the line between 
legitimate and illegitimate operations. 

“The Christian church cannot afford to co- 
operate or associate with men who are known 
by the community to be of unsocial purposes, 
We must discriminate against that class of

Pioneer Tobacco Manufacturer 


Suc- 
-cumbs in 84th Year—Starts as 
Peddler from Wagon, 


Charlotte, N. May 8.—[Special.} Wash- 
ington Duke, founder of the Duke 'Tobacco 
Manufacturing company, one of the .con- 
cerns now incorporated in the Amietican To- 
bacco died this aged 84 
years. 

Duke served ‘ the civil war, and when it 
ended he with his sons began pedflling to- 
bacco in’ wagons about the state ef North 
Carolina and at times reaching as far as the 
coast. In this way was laid the foundation 
for the vast busiriess, which now reaches 
practically to all parts of the world. 

Duke and his wife were liberal contributors 
to Trinity college in. North Carolina. In 
October last, Duke gave $100,000 to the in- 
stitution, making in all $600,000 which he 
had given up to that time, independent of 
several large gifts made by his wife.

The west side park system comprises nine 
parks, aggregating ever 600 acres in area, 
together with twenty-two miles of boule- 
yards. The system is administered by 4 
commission of seven members, appointed 
by the governor, and the annnal budget is 
ovéra million dollars. Gov. Deneen is about 
to reorganize the board. more or less com- 

letely, and his prospective action is of the 

tmost interest to the west side. 

Park affairs in that part of the city have 
for years been in a thoroughly unsatisfac- 
tory condition. While park extensions and 
improvements of great importance have 
been undertaken on the no and south 
sides, mone has been ca out on the 

west side. While the sdmipistration of 
the heme elsewhere has been: of an exem- 
plary character, the west side system has. 
continued to be disgraced by' neglect, oe 
its revenues have been squandered in poli 
ical abuses. 

These conditions have teed 
despite the pre@minent need in that part of 
the city for better park accommodations, } 
The west side lacks a water front, it com; 
prises the thickly settled river wards, it is 
the great working class home. It has nd 
library, museum, art gallery, or university, 
It is not rich in facilities for higher cul- 
ture and enjoyment, and it comprises over 
40 per cent of the population. It is certainly 
entitled to a well managed park system, 
and especially to additional omy parks and 
playgrounds.

The 
legislature has just enacted laws for the 
expenditure by the west park commission 
of $1,000,000 for small parks and play- 
grounds and of $2,000,000 for general main- 
tenance and improvements. Gov. Deneen’s 
appointees will contro! these expenditures, 

No subject is of greater popnlar interest 
than the subject of parks, nothing Would 
provoke more popular approval than the 
governor's demonstrated purpose, so far 
his. power goes, take Chieago’s parks 
permanently out of the field .of partisan ex- 
ploitation.

In “THE WALKING DELEGATE” Le- 
roy Scott has written a novel of labor condit- 
tions as they stand today, which every one 
interested in contemporary history will be 
glad to read. With the history of Sam Parks 
still freeh in the criminal records of New 
York City, it Is not strange that some one 
should embody him in a novel dealing with 
the unions. And “ Buck” Foley certainly 
is a counterpart of Parks.
